They 
nave spent anumbter of years 
abroad, seen something of the 
standards, methcds and pract-ces 
of business abroad, and are can- 
sequently able tc push rapidly for- 
ward into the forefront of the 
Chinese business werld. In view 
of their training and education, it 
iz not unnatural ihat they should 
feel that the usual w: cf doing 
business between Chinese and 
foreigners in Chima cre incon- 
zruous and the improvement in 
kecping with the most approved 
methods in the West should be 
effected withou: delay. * 

The fact that the British have 
the task .of administering the 
mist prosperous foreign gzttle- 
ments in China is, from the broad 
viewpoint of Anglo-Chinese 
derstanding, rather disadvan- 
tage than an advantage to them, for 
it brings to them problems of ad- 
ministration which have an im- 
portant bearing upon the senti- 
mental relations betwter the tw: 
peoples, but which are often difi- 
zult to solve and easy to cause 
friction. . , 

Moreover, tha spread of modera 
aducaticn among the masses in the 
last two decades has resulted in 
the development of a° national 
spirit which is ‘conscious cf the 
past and jealous of the future. It 
igs intensely patrivtie. Public 
opinion with the aid of the press 
can now be crysiallized in a way 
that was inconceivable ‘20 years 
ago.

Changes Swift and Slow.

STRAITS. 


A Transparent Device. 


“Two months ago, before Chang 
Tso-lin's troops’ Movements in- 
dicatec thas fighting in the north 
was inevitable, all the important 
news which emanated from Pek- 
ing had to do in some way with 
finance, writes Mr. Rodney 
Gilbert to the Verh Ching Daily 
Neos from Peking under date 
May 21.
